3. Weather conditions.—In March light rain fell in the jute districts; 
the fall was above the normal everywhere, except Muzaffarpur, where it 
was below the normal. In April the fall was below the normal every- 
where, except Bhagalpur and the Santal Parganas, and in May rainfall 
was below the normal everywhere. In June moderate rain fell in all jute 
districts, except Balasore, where it was light. On the whole, rainfall was 
not favourable and more rain will do much good. ' 


4. District returns.—The total area under jute is estimated by District 
Officers in round figure at 257,500 acres as against 248,300 acres of last 
year. There have nm increases in area in all the districts, except 
Champaran and Balasore, owing to high prices obtained last year; but 
there is reason to believe that the area sown last year was at least 6 per 
cent. higher than the estimate’ and that the increase has again been under- 
estimated by. District Officers, and I have amended the Provincial totals 
accordingly as shown above. Sowing is reported to be still going on in 
Balasore. 


5. Condition and prospects.—The condition of the crop is fair. 


6. General.—The quantity of jute which remains in the jute districts 
from the crops of 1925 is reported to be small.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report .of Bengal for June 1926. 


I. Character of the season.—During the month the rainfall was greatly in 
defect of the normal, the precipitation being above the average only in the districts of 
Jalpaiguri, Rangpur and in Cooch Behar. The usual rainfall statement is appended. 


Il. Progress of agricultural operations. —~Preparatory field operations for trans- 
lanted winter paddy and the sowings of sebd-beds were hindered by the drought, 
owings of autumn crops in West Bengal and weeding operations in East and North 

Bengal progressed favourably. Harvesting of low land jute and autumn paddy also 
commenced in parts of Kast and North Bengal. 


III. State of standing crops.—Jute did well on the whole but aus paddy suffered 
in places for want of rain. 


1V. Prospects and probable outturn.—‘The prospects of standing crops were 
reported to be satisfactory, on the whole. ; 


Vv. Damage to standing crops.—Some damage to aus paddy by drought oceurred in 
places and caterpillars damaged jute in Pabna and Bogra. 


V1. Gondition of agricultural stock.—The condition of agricultural stock was 
generally fair. Outbreak of cattle disease was reported from a number of districts. * 


VIL. Failure of pasturage and fodder.—fodder was reported scarce and dear in 
Bankura, elsewhere no insufficiency was felt. 


VUI. Prices of food-grains.—During the second fortnight of the month the prices 
of common rice of the cheapest quality fell in four districts, rose in eleven and remained 
stationary in the rest of the province. The prices ranged from 5 seers per rupee at 
Faridpur and Comilla to 7 seers at Midnapore.
